That "giant corporations" foster "useful 


competition" rather than harmful monopoly 
and that "pure competition is not the path to 
economic progress in an industrial age" are 
two conclusions given in a current report of 
the Brookings Institution. The price-fixing 
power of so-called monopolies "has clearly 
diminished." The authors continue: "The 
battle between the three giants in the auto- 
mobile field sets the high mark of econom- 
ically useful competition that our system has 
thus far presented. 


"But the competitive struggle amongst the 


leading chemical companies, the great mail 
order houses, the leading food chains, the 
principal electrical concerns, and many 
others is of the same general order." 


It is recognized that the leadership In these 


great concerns is a deciding factor in their 
success or failure as contributors to general 
prosperity. A stupid executive, say the au- 
thors, can stunt the growth or cause the 
death of the corporation he is managing, 
thereby wrecking many allied interests. 


They make a distinction, too, between pres- 


ent-day corporations and those of the past. 
Today, (hey find, combinations are formed 
largely to effect economies and promote-ef- 
ficiency. Most of them "actively seek to 
broaden their market by giving the consumer 
more for his money." Formerly such combi- 
nations tried chiefly to control markets, sup- 
press competition a/id raise prices. 


All this is very interesting. It comes a lit- 


tle ahead of the proposed government study 
of monopolies. The aim of each study is clear 
understanding of the situation so that the 
good may be preserved and the bad 
rected.

til they can make something of them. 


"Instead of pilinsr up more endowments at 


the tail ond of the usual education period, the 
college and university years, the great effort 
should be applied in the elementary and 
junior high school years." 


The speaker believed that in that early 


period college education is made worth its in- 
vestment. Giving its benefits to students who 
have not been prepared in that previous 
period to take advantage of them is sheer 
waste. 


It begins to look as if this were at least 


partly true. The theory of democracy carries 
along with it the theory of good education 
for every citizen. Not all students are book- 
minded enough to get the good of college. 
But all of them need the best training possible 
in the formative years. The first six years of 
school life are the most important ones.

THE USE OF FIRMNESS 


Firmness is not a bar to peace, believes Sir 


Anthony Eden, but may be, on the contrary, 
*an aid to the establishment of concord. Being 
friendly is one thing; going halfway, or even 
more than halfway, to establish friendship 
with nations which can understand friendli- 
ness and cooperation, may be desirable. But 
knuckling under a bully is a different matter. 


And, indeed, when Hitler, emboldened by 


his easy conquest of Austria, made gestures 
in the direction of gobbling Czechoslovakia 
likewise, the firm stand of that little country, 
aided by firmness on the part of France and 
Belgium, seems to have given him pause. If 
the bully thinks someone may stand up 
against him, showing the courage of his con- 
victions, the bully is usually found collapsing 
like a pricked balloon. 


"Some of us would have preferred," said 


Sir Anthony in a recent speech, "that Eng- 
land should have taken a more positive line 
with respect to events in the Mediterranean 
in the last six months. Whether we are right 
or wrong is a matter of opinion, but it is cer- 
tainly not true to pretend that for this coun- 
try to take firmer action in defense of its own 
legitimate interests or of the standard of in- 
ternational decency is to endanger peace. 
Such doctrine, if it is ever held in this coun- 
try, must prove highly dangerous. It would 
be dangerous even for foreign nations to be- 
lieve that it is so held." 


This is not the expression of a shallow jin- 


goism. It is, on the contrary, sober judgment 
: based on experience. Americans may learn 
something from it. Silly sword-rattling has 
no place in a world trembling on a dangerous 
brink. But the considered, friendly firmness, 
which stands up for right and justice, may 
yet bring childish bluster to its senses, may 
help to establish a sound basis for peace and 
common sense throughout the world.

food. Sometimes It la a drug to which the patient IB 
sensitive or allergic that in causing the attack. 


Dr. Harold Orr. Edmonton, In the Canadian 


Medical Aisoclatlon Journal, states that there re- 
main, howavor, a number of people who suffer with 
hlvee or urticaria for yearn, and chronic urticaria 
Is one of the most baffling problems that the- phy- 
sician Is called upon to solve, and for the patient 
one of the most distressing ot the common dis- 
eases of tho skin. 


After describing the method by xvhi'ch these 


hives (lumps or whoals) are formed. Dr. Orr 
states that tho cure of a patient with urticaria de- 
pends upon the cause. The flrst stop is to rule out 
specific foods. 
Some physicians havo had good 


results by tho skin or scratch tests In which tne 
skin is scratched and suspected food rubbed in. 
It the food Is causing the urticaria a large hive or 
wheal will result. 


Dr. Orr prefers the elimination diet, -which Is 


eliminating or leaving out of the diet suspected 
foods, or starting on a very simple or plain diet, the 
(inspected foods are added one by one until a food 
Is given which causes tho hives. Alter a purge is 
given the patient is placed on a diet of milk and 
rice for one week. If tho'attacks of hives stop, one 
Item of food is added at a time until tho hives ap- 
pear. Then a full diet is gradually resumed but the 
offending food is left out. 


Where no offending food can be found and the 


hives return, sonic of the food in tho stomach 
should bo removed and examined or analyzed. If 
the amount ot hydrochloric acid in tho stomach 
digestive Juice is low, hydrochloric acid and pepsin 
•hould be given for a prolonged period. 


While the elimination diet method is beinp 


used, a careful examination must be made for in- 
fection in the teeth, noso and throat, gall blad- 
der, appendix, and male or female generative or- 
gans. 


A search should bo made also for external or 


outalde causes of hives such as cat hair and other 
aninul contacts, cosmetics, mouthwashes, nasal 
sprays, lotion, hair dyes, wool, silk, cotton, Inhaling 
of ragweed pollen or other substances In the air.
